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Cascade County 




Cascade County is Montana's fifth most populous county, 
with an estimated 81,775 residents as of July 1, 2007. Great Falls, the county 
seat, is the state's third largest city, with a population estimated at 58,827 in 
2007.^ Great Falls accounts ft)r 71.9% of Cascade County's total population. 
Other cities and towns in Cascade County include: Belt, Cascade, Millegan, 
Monarch, Neihart, Sun River, and Ulm. 

Great Falls is bordered on the west by the Rocky Mountains, to the southeast 
by the Little Belt and Highwood Mountains, and by the Hi-line area to the 
north. The city is home to Malmstrom Air Force Base, which is a driving 
force in the regional economy, employing the majority of the 3,872 military 
employees reported for Cascade County in 2006.^ Great Falls also boasts 
the CM. Russell Museum, the Lewis & Clark Interpretive Center, and two 
colleges: the University of Great Falls, and the MSU-Great Falls College of 
Technology.
